collection of back taxes. 
T he oth er poin t con cern ed the au­ 
thority of th e a u d ito r to effect com ­ 
prom ises in such cases.

gen eral held th e official had such pow­ 
e r 
A n other poin t, of lesser im p ort­ 
an ce. was th a t th e s ta tu te of lim ita­ 
tion . w here it applies gen erally, on ly 
begin s to run at the tim e of the d is­ 
covery of fraud . 
It was explain ed in th e office of th e 
aud itor th a t it has been d iscovered 
th a t several in su ra n c e com pan ies have 
m ad e false re tu rn s on th e am oun t of 
busin ess d on e in th e state, which is 
th e basis for th e sem i-an n ual 
pay­ 
m en t of sta te ta xe s by th e com pan ies. 
E rrors have t>een d iscovered in o th er 
in stan ces. 
Un til th e aud itor has com­ 
pleted his p re p ara tio n s to compel pay­ 
m en t of taxes he hold s d ue, he d eclin ­ 
ed to m ake public the n am es of th e 
in su ran ce com pan ies a t fault, or th e 
am ou n t he e stim a te s is d ue the state. 
He said , however, th e am oun t in volved 
would am oun t to several thousan d d ol­ 
lars.

The measure 
which already has passed the senate 
will soon 1** submitted to the presi­ 
dent for approval. 
The bill in a large 
measure is patterned after the land* 
laws of Canada. 
In the first place it 
reduces the residence required on the 
American 
homestead 
from 
five

three years. 
Second, it permitR an 
entryman aud hia family to be absent 
from a homestead five months during 
each year of the residence period. 
The opinion was ex pressed that the 
hill would check the tremendous ex ­ 
odus of farmers to Canada and possi­ 
bly encourage the return of some of 
them to this country.

March 28.—There will 
be no battleships and no public build­ 
ings at this session of congress. Dem­ 
ocrats of the house met in caucus last 
night and by an overwhelming major 
it v refused to reverse the decision of 
the caucus of more than a month ago 
that there should be no battleship ap­ 
propriation and no public building ap­ 
propriation this year. 
Representative Padg ett of Tennes­ 
see, chairman of the house committee 
on naval affairs, offered a motion pro­ 
posing that the former action of the 
caucus be rescinded. 
This was voted 
down, 117 to 25. 
Then Majority le ad ­ 
er Underwood moved that the decision 
of the former caucus against battle­ 
ships and public buildings be made a 
party 
measure.

almost 
unanimously carried. 
The I>emoorats by their action will 
save about $26,000,000 on battleships 
and between $20,000.000 and $25,000,- 
000 on public buildings.
